Kay and 
wife, with nine seamen, crew of the 
British bark Florence -B. Egett, which 
they bnndoned in midocean on October 
15, after she wus dismantled by a hur- 
ricane, and waterlogged, arrived here 
today on the steamer Grenada from 
Trinidad.

The 
difference lies in the fact that by the old 
method the peat was dried by compres- 
sion, whereas a recent invention enables 
pint to be put in marketable shape by 
a super-heating process. It is notable 
in tins respect that the waste gases re- 
covered from [he condenser furnish the 

fuel for carl zntion, so that the peat 

actually sapplies the heat by which it is 
turned into a saleable commodity, This 
system is in use in several European 
countries, and recent experiments by the 
'Bavarian government have elicited the 
fact that it is cheaper than coal as five' 
to six in favor of peat.

Maxwell Smith Dominion in- 
spector Is Now In the 
City. 

Is Very Enthusiastic Over Fu- 
ture of Province as Fruit 
Producing Area. 



Maxwell Smith, Dominiou fruit in- 
spector for the province of British Col- 
umbia, is in the city, u guest ut tne >ew 
'England hotel, lie is here for the pur- 
pose, of making a thoroujjh inspection of 
all tko truit displayed for sale la the 
city, aud these duties will occupy his 
lime for several days. 

Although it is only a short time smee j 
Mr. Smith was appointed to the po»i 
tiou which he now holds, a 
improvement in the packing of fruit in 
this province is noticeable. 

To it Colonist reporter yesterday even- 
ing the Fruit Inspector chatted pleas- 
antly about his mission to the city ami 
•matters generally affecting his depart- 
ment. He is very optimistic regarding 
the capabilities of the province as a 
fruit-producing country. Nine-tenth.) of 
the farmers and ranchers have no eon- 
icptiou, he says, as to what may bo ac- 
complished if up-to-dntc methods in 
fruit culture and packing are adopted. 

Mr. Smth's particular mission in the, 
federal government service is to see that 
the provisions ol the Fruit Marks Act 
of 11)1(1, are carried out. This act was 
passed as much tor the preservation of 
the interests o£ the fruit growers as the 
general public, as it protects tho honest 
grower against the unscrupulous one, 
by providing that on each box or pack- 
age there shall be stamped the name ami 
address of the shipper, the variety ol 
fruit and the grade. In the case ot n 
violation of the act, the offender is lia- 
ble to u penalty not exceeding $1 ami 
not less than 2T> cents for each package 
not complying with its provisions, lue 
inspector has power to enter any prem- 
ises and examine the fruit suspected ot 
being falsely marked. 

\ir. Smith is desirous that the fullest 
publicity should bo given to the follov- 
ing clauses in the act; 

i. Every person who by himself or 
through the agency of aiiottoer person, 
packs ;Xrult In a closed package, lntonded 
for sale, shall cause the package to be 
marked in u plain and Indelible manner. 
Iwrorc It Ik taken from the premises where

K) With a designation of the grade of 
fruit, which shall include one of t.lC fo.- 
lowlne six marks: For fruit of the nw.

i-osentation when more than 15 per cent 
of tmoh fruit Is substantially smaller 111 
size than, or Inferior in grade to. or dif- 
ferent In variety from the faced or shown 
wurfacc of such packages. 

It will be observed that section clear- 
ly designates what grade No. 1 shall 
consist of, and no grower can complain 
of lack of information on that point. 
•Section refers to the packing and 
handling of "closed" packages only. 
. Section 7 refers to all packages, 
whether open or closed, and covers all 
contingencies where fraudulent packing 
is attempted. 

Section 13 of the act is a very impor- 
tant one, Mr. Smith states, and it Is 
here quoted: 

"11. The person on whose behalf any 
fruit is packed, sold, offered or had in 
possession for sale, contrary to the (pro- 
visions of tho foregoing sections of this 
act, shall be prima facie liable for tho 
violation of this act." 



The foregoing section clearly shows 
the liability oi the dealers in fruit, and 
it is the inspector's mteutwu to insist

Mr. Cmiilh has a good word to say 
for the lruit growers ot tue pro v luce. 
\\ hile in some instances there was man- 
ifested a tendency to defraud the pub- 
lic by false packing, in most cases winch 
came under Ids notice he found that the 
fruit growers were inclined to be hon- 
est, but were ignorant ot what was re- 
quire. I of them. 

As staled before, the fruit inspector is 
very enthusiastic regarding British Lol- 
umlua us a fruit-producing region, in 
Ins opinion Okuuagan va.ley is today tue 
premier fruit growing area of tho prov- 
ince, hut other new districts, now rapid- 
ly being developed are pressing it close- 
ly for supremacy. 

In his interviews with those who are 
called upon to handle largely the fruit 
croni of the province, Mr. Smith fountl 
that they invariably expressed n 
enco for Britisu Columbia fruit 
consider it much better in quality gener- 
ally tuau that imported from the bollth, 
anil would pay even a higher price for 
it, providing it is put in an attractive 

5 : ' !0 ' Ending briefly to the mistakes which 
hud been made in the past by the fruit- 
growers of the province, Mr. Smith said 
i hey uo doubt were mainly attributable 
to the fact that many growers wuo 
came from Eastern Canada and the O. 1 
Couutiy brought with them certain spe- 
cies which were a success in that coun- 
try, and tried, unsuccessfully in liiauyl") 
instances, to grow them in this province. 11 
.Now, however, that the climatic coudi- -> 
tions of the country were coming to he 
better understood by the growers, heller 
results were being obtained. 

Mr. Smith thought it important thai 
the attention of the growers should 1"' 
directed to two points bearing upon the 
success ol their industry— the care ol 
orchards, with proper spraying and cul- 
tivation, and paying more attention to 
packing. 

lie had been told that it was impossi- 
ble to grow snow apples in British 
Columbia, lie had seen, however, only 
the other day, samples of '•snow apples" 
grown at Speuces Bridge, which could 
not la- excelled anywhere in Canada. 
At Duncans he had seen the other day 
specimens of "Northern Spy" which 
surprised hint in their excellence, and 
ut Hammond, u point near \ aucouver, 
he had seen "King" tipples which were 
as good as any grown in any part of the 
world. , , ... 

IMr. Smith is always ready and will- 
ing to explain the provisions of the act 
to persons interested, but he wish 
distinctly understood that after 
i-icnt time has elapsed for fruit growers 
packers and dealers to familiarize l hem 
selves with the law, that it is his iuten 
tiou to enforce it strictly.

Sir, — VS an Australian farmer who a few 
yeuw a^o l^ft me Hunter district of -New 
South Sillies to settle ill Canada. I would 
like to express my opinion as t>v'hiU Is 
really the cause of Australia's backward 
•ondltion. aiul especially the existing con- 
dition of .New -South Wales. In Canada 
Uhe entire expensu of governing the 
whole Domliiloii. with n nopuliitlou i>f some 
oue aud a liairjmiillou more that that of Aus- 
tralia, Is oulv u little bevona what Is an- 
nually spent for the purpose In the State 
of New Soulh Wales alone. It Is illttlcult 
to comprelieiul what necessity exists .for 
such nn excessive expenditure upon the 
government of some one anil a third mil- 
lion of -people In New Soutu Wales— a 
thing which enters very little Into the life 
of the average person, who bus seldom any 
occasion to avail himself of any advantage 
to bo derived from It. In Canada the du- 
ties! performed in New South Wales by 
highly-paid police magistrates, with a staff 
of officials In every small inland town, are 
there efficiently discharged by honorary 
magistrates, and it is only In the lame 
towns that u paid stipendiary Is engaged. 
Ami then as to the nost office, more work 
than Is here performed iu costly buildings, 
w ith a staff ot officials iu every small town 
is Chere discharged by a lady clerk, located 
In a corner drug Ktore or grocery store.

The public debt of Cartadft is 
under £1S per head, against some £00 mid 
In New South Wales, and the government 
of Canada owns for thin small delrt average 
of Its population, assets ilint represent a 
value quite enunl to the entire railway sys- 
tems of Australia, besides a vast expanse 
of fertile lands superior to any In Aus- 
tralia, ami accessible to settlors under 
easy conditions, unhampered by any of 
these harassing restrictions surrounding 
the selection of any of the wild lands, of 
any use at all. that are now left In Aus- 
tralia. There arc no unemployed hi Can- 
ada, and wages are higher than they nre 
here for all classes of labor, anil on the 
great railway .system, owned by "bloated 
capitalists," freights and fares are a long

a Th*e funeral of Stnff-Sergt. William 
Chipman, nu Imperial soldier belonging 
to tho Esquimau garrison, took piace 
mis afternoon, from the undertaking es- 
tablishment of -Mr. William Wrsiy, St. 
Catherine street, to Mount Hoynl cem- 
etery, where the interment was mude 
witli military honors. 

Sergt. Chipman had been sick tor sev- 
eral weeks past, anil hail only recently 
received permission to return to Eng- 
land. On Tueudny last he left the Coast 
for this city in company with his wife 
and Lieut. Wiggin. Passage to Eng- 
land had in the meantime been secured, 
and it was the intention of the party to 
sail from this city for Liverpool on Sat- 
urday next. , 

When he left Vancouver Sergt. C hip- 
mail appeared to tie in a little better 
health than usual, and it was thought 
that he would stand the railway journey 
safely. On Hearing Chapleau, Oul., on 
Sunday, however, his condition suddenly 
changed lor the worse, nnd death ensued 
shortly afterwards. The body was 
brought to this city, where it was de- 
cided that the interment should take 

P Mrs Chipman was with her husband 
when he passed away, and accomjiaiue.l 
the remains to Montreal. The cause of 
death was epilepsy. 

The funeral this afternoon was milit- 
ary in its character. The casket was 
borne to the cemetery on a gun carriage, 
supplied bv the 3rd Field Battery, which 
also had ii detachment of non-coms, anil 
tinners present. The firing party anil 
Tho band were supplied by the 1st 
Prince of Wales Regiment Fusiliers, at 
the request of Tjt.-Col. Gordon, D.O.C. 
The chief mourner was Lieut. Wiggin. 
of Esquimau, who was with the deceas- 
ed when he passed away.

NOT 'WITHOUT .HOXOIt . 

A prophet is not without honor, save 
in his own country. Here is nn Aus- 
tralian opinion of Sir Edmund Barton: 

"Tbo Prime Minister is :i lawyer, 
who, like many Australians of the same 
class, took to local polities -at a salary 
because lie could not find sufficient em- 
ployment in his uwu profession to till 
up his time. Although never consider- 
ed notable in State politics, be suc- 
ceeded in becoming for a time Speaker 
of the New South Wales assembly. lie 
espoused the cause of federation, aud 
by taking a prominent part, like some of 
his colleagues— lawyers of the same 
type— in working up the movement, be 
was carried on the crest of the wave 
into his present position as Prime 31 i:.- 
ister. tliut lie conveys the impression to 
all who know him of being overborne 
by vis inertitie, devoid of vigorous grasp 
aud prone to vague generalities, which 
he expresses in a circumlocutory style 
of diction I have seen travestied in the 
local press. By a iltike he is in his 
present position as a reward for his 
work in the cause of federation." 

Possibly the greatest of great men 
are those of overmastering genius who 
invest every thing they touch, even 
where they are in error, with a grandeur 
aud nobility peculiarly their own. But 
men nre also great who become inspired 
with a great idea and devote their lives 
to it. Thus William Pitt was a great 
man because he conceived the ideu that 
there rested in tho people Of Great 
Britain a force capable of restoring the 
honor of the country, which had been 
tarnished by a corrupt and decadent 
aristocracy. Similarly Sir John Mae- 
donald was a great man because he 
conceived the idea of the genesis of a 
great nation through Confederation. I lis 
opponents were small men because they 
saw in Confederation nothing but a 
means of escape from the difficulties of 
pre-existing conditions, and wished to 
limit its effects io that end. In the 
same way Sir Edmund Barton is a 
great man, and nobody with any in- 
sight could possibly mistake Uiui for 
anything else. Among small men there 
are those born with comprehension, and 
those born without it, the latter being 
unable to conceive of any thing or per- 
son greater, un.ro important, or more 
noble than themselves. This critic of 
Sir Edmund Barton measures tho Ans- 
ttalian Premier by himself, and it is 
of himself that he succeeds thereby in, 
giving us a fairly accurate idea.

When the United States government nn- 
nomiced thai It proposed to 'retaliate on 
Camilla by placing a duty on wood pulp 
because the Quebec provincial government 
had granted a rebate ot stump duties on 
all pulp wood manufactured 1n t tie prov- 
ince, the trade Journals in the United Sta- 
tes greetei] the action of their government 
with enthusiastic approval. They were 
going to bring Canada to time! Weeks 
have passed and It: has gradually dawned 
on them that this was the occasion when 
the retaliation bluff did not work. 'Now the 
users of pulp w I in the States are equ- 
ally anxlomj to have the government res- 
cind Its action. The current issue of the 
Paper Mill, the official organ of the paper 
trade, contains tho following: 

The action or the treasury officials In ad- 
vancing tho duty on Canadian wood pulp, 
'because of the rebate of Rtumpnge dues al- 
lowed in Quebec on all pulp wood manu- 
factured within the province. Is to be re- 
viewed by the United 'States board of 
classification. A storm of -protest against 
the collection of the extra duty has broken 
over the office of the hoard and a test c-nse 
Is to he made 'by the Importers of a quan- 
tity of wood pulp purchased from the mills 
nt the Canadian Soo. The point at Issue Is 
whether the granting of a rebate 1h In ef- 
fect, an export duty. If It Is. the action 
of the treasury department in Imposing nn 
additional duty on Canadian wood pulp, al- 
though tardllv taken. Is legally correct. If 
It. Is not — and present Indications are that 
the contention may be carried to the high- 
est tribunal — the extrn duty will have to 
be removed. It Is a small matter In Itself, 
In so far as the federal government Is con- 
cerned, and not a highly Important one 
either to 'Canadian exporters or American 
Importers of pulp, but Is of very great 
consequence a« one move In the game, 
partly political and partly commercial, that 
Is occupying the attention of Canadian and 
American authorities. 

The sudden recantation In this matter 
should iprovn conclusively. If any further 
proof were necessary, that Canada controls! 
the situation If our 'government would 
awake to Its duty. put. on n reai export 
fllttv ^tul force th'p manufacture of our ra'jr 
material In Canada.— Ottawa Citizen.

"Our plans are practically finished 
aiow," said an official at the St. 1'aiieras 
•town hall, "but owing to the new act 
liot coming into force until next spring, 
"we shall not commence building until 
curly iu April. 

"df there is a fairly general desire for 
cremation, the cost per head should be 
•very low; but we anticipate that at the 
commencement of operations the cost 
will work out at about -Jos. per bead. , 

'Uiverj crematorium must be erected 
at a considerable distauco from dwelling 
houses, and ours, which will stand in 
the centre of Pinchley cemetery, will be 
u third of a mile from any building. 

'"Tho (Jity of London authorities will 
'probably be the next to build a crema-, 
toriuni, at Ilford, and there is no doubt 
'that this method of disposing of the dead 
is very gradually liuding favor," 

The St. Pancras crematorium is not 
the only one, which will be within easy 
reach of London, The 'Cremation Society 
of lOngland is erecting a very large 
'building situated ia E2 acres of ground 
at tiolder's Green, within five miles o" 
the .Marble Arch. 

The secretary of the society was nblo 
to show that cremation can be carried 
'out unito as inexpensive as ordinary 
burial. 

" When cremation becomes more gen- 
eral, as it is bound to do," be said, "tho 
•cost will be far less than burial. 

"The present cost of cremation at 
Woking is f.5, inclusive of tlie urn for 
the ashes, and, adding Lo that sum £15 
for the undertaker's share, the total 
sum is the same as that expended on uu 
ordinary middle-class funeral. 

"The distance to Woking and tho 
'trouble involved lias been a hindrance 
to many, but our new crematorium at 
(Jolder's Green will be very accessible, 
and wo expect to deal with twice the 
number there. 

'Uu 18S5 there were three cremations 
'at iWoking, and in 1900 there were 301. 
(Last year there was a slight falling off. 
■owing partly to the low death rate, the 
Humbert cremated being 1273. 

"The only municipal crematorium in 
the provinces is at Hull, but there are 
crematoria at (Manchester, Liverpool, 
'Glasgow and Darlington, while Leices- 
ter, Bradford, Newcastle and Ilinnfhg- 
'hnui are all making preparations for 
others. 

"If there were sufficient cremations to 
■warrant the furnaces being kept at the 
great heat required nil the year round, 
the coat wonld he immensely lessened, 

'The cost of the fuel consumed for the 
cremation of one body alone is 15s., and 
the up-keep and salaries amount to a 
'■urge sum. 

"(After the furnaces have once tieen 
brought to tho temperature required, 
'very little additional fuel is necessary to 
"keep them tip, so that the cost of cremat- 
ing one or four persons is very much 
'the same as far as the fuel is concerned. 

'The prejudice against cremation is 
'very slow in dying out, but there are not 
enough cremntiotis yet to make any 
municipal scheme pay its way."

a ship of tho submitted design will 
achieve what is expected of it. , 
The model is made to scale and of 
paraffin wax, the only substance suit- 
able for the purpose. It is then placed 
in a long tank tilled with water. To tho 
bow of the model is iilflxed a length of 
string -having a weight hung at the other 
end of it. This weight gradually draws 
the model along the tank. iAs it moves, 
calculations are mado which give the 
speed of the vessel under various condi- 
tions and with different engine powers. 
Stability is also ascertained for two 
guides run on either side of the model 
the full length of the tank. Careful 
watch is kept to see whether the model 
heels to one side or the other, and not 
until it has lloated tlie full distance 
without touching the guides is the 
stability correct. 'Should the model 
lean to one side or the other, the top- 
heavy parts are carefully shaved off 
until perfect equilibrium is obtained.. 
The shavings are then weighed in deli- 
cate balances and calculations made 
which give to a pound the reductions in 
weight which have to be made in vari- 
ous parts of the ship to insure 'her the 
right degree of metacentric weight. 
When this has beeu done the informa- 
tion obtained is sent to tho admiralty. 
The necessary modifications are made, 
and the complete plans of the ship got 
out. Once again the testing tank is 
called into operation. More wax models

One of the most important and cer-

The gallery of tho theatre was reserved 
for those of her sex, while tho lower 
floor was crowded with Chinese and 
somo Caucasians, all eager to hear aud 
see this far-famed Oriental. 

Sieh King King chose as the subject 
of her discourse, "Tho Political Condi- 
tions of China," and said, in part: 

"The political condition of China is 
dangerous in extreme. There is oppres- 
sion from within and without, from the 
government and from foreign nations in 
nil directions. It js high time that the 
men, and also tho women, for the wo- 
men are a part of die nation, exercised 
themselves and saved their country. To 
accomplish this end education is the 
prime factor. To do this systematically 
and procure the quickest results we must 
begin with the youth and educate tho 
boy and girl equally. In China the girls 
are generally ignorant, but it is not their 
fault. Their parents do not teach them, 
but when they are yet iu tender years 
their feet are bound and they undergo a 
life of seclusion. Both these exigencies 
weaken their health, they become timid, 
nnd also have no opportunity for person- 
al observation or education. These are 
bad customs and should bo reformed. 
To effectually carry out this crusade

Tomorrow afternoon at the commit 
tee room at the City hall there will be 
another conference between the City 
Council and the directors of the Vic- 
toria Terminal company, with the ob- 
ject of dually agreeing upon the terms 
of the proposition of the company on 
which is based the request for an ex- 
tension of time iu which to carry out 
the terms of the contract as entered 
into with the city in LMay, 1000. 

At the meeting uf the council on Mon- 
day evening the proposition of the rail- 
way people will he submitted iu writ- 
ing, and ns an outcome of the discus- 
sion which will ensue it is likely that 
a by-law will be shortly issued for 
the vote of the ratepayers. 

In one important particular the pro- 
position made to the city will deviate 
j rrom what was generally understood 
I to be tho case. There will be no sug- 
gestion of carrying the line of rail- 
way beyond Sidney. The idea hud 
been entertained by the railway people 
that it would be advisable in the in- 
terests of the project to extend tho 
line from Sidney to a point known as 
Swartz bay; but nn investigation by the 
company's engineers disclosed the fact 
that this was impracticable, us immense 
rock cuttings would' .be necn~wmry. 
Therefore a decision was reached to 
leave the present northern terminus ct 
the road where it is — at .Sidney. 

The harbor at Sidney is much ex- 
posed to the easterly gales, which pre- 
vail occasionally during the winter 
months, and, as a consequence, steam- 
er landings aro sometimes attended 
with danger. Mr. Keefer, the govern- 
ment engineer, recently made a survey 
of tho harbor, and will report in favor 
of tho erection of a breakwater, which 
will obviate the dilllculty. This will 
make Sidney a good harbor, and allow 
the ferry boats to make safe landings 
in all conditions of wind and weather. 

A very important point in connection 
with the proposition made the city by 
the Victoria Terminal company, is the 
fact that a scheme is proposed whereby 
the city will be relieved, after n cer- 
tain date, from the burden of paying 
$!),000 per year interest on the uouds. 
For ten years the city has been called 
upon to pay this sum, nnd unless some 
other arrangement can be made, will 
require to do so for 15 years longer. 
The railway people recognize that this 
is a very serious burden for the city 
to carry, and propose to tnke over that 
responsibility ou certain conditions from 
a certain date. The Mayor and Alder- 
men are very favorably impressed with 
this feature of the general proposition. 

The request made to the city for nu 
extension of time for the carrying out 
of tho terms of the contract does not 
embody any suggestion of a serious de- 
parture from T.-ha.; was agreed upon iu 
the original scheme. Where a combina- 
tion passenger and freight ferry was 
stipulated, the company now proposes 
to put on two bouts— one a passenger 
ferry of the speed of 18 knots, aud a 
freight boat, to accommodate eight cars, 
at a spv«d of 10 knots. In no other 
way will the terms of the original con- 
tract ba departed from. An extension 
of time in which to construct the ferries 
is asked for from May next until De- 
cember. 

Regarding the complaint made by the 
Victoria Trades and Labor council that 
the Victoria Terminal company was 
paying inadequate wages to the men in 
it,s employ, a director of the company 
informed the Colonist yesterday that 
he was surprised at any such complaint 
being made, for, as a matter of fact,, 
the Victoria Terminal company is pay- 
ing its men higher wages than any 
other railway in British Columbia, nnd. 
besides, does not employ any Oriental 
labor whatever.

'Champez stayed most of the win- 
ter in Vancouver, B. C. Lie went to 
■Seattle in March nnd found the wo- 
man. She passed him, upon the street 
without noticing him. die returned 
again and received some attention, but 
not as much as he desired. A few- 
days 'ago he went again to Senttle— 
this time from Cosmbpolls, where ho 
hail been working in a mill. He spent a 
long evening with Lottie at the Arcade, 
and returned there Tuesday evening. 
She had called him and with her sister 
was going up stairs when he inflicted 
in her temple the fatal wound. His 
story does not vary from that told by 
the police and witnt'fwes. A few, min- 
utes afterwards he disappeared.

An unfortuniite elr- 
cunistaneo Is that much uf the sole as well 
as upper stock Is being sold as "American" 
on account uf the foolish tiollcv of some 
Canadian bouses, who fear offending leather 
factora by branding their stock. As our 
exporters are brought mom and more into 
(•ontact with users of leathers direct, a 
■preference 1* being given to Canada. 

In upper leathern there has been a steady 
Improvement In quality and finish. In re- 
cent yenra trade has been centralizing more 
thun over, and In order to compete with 
the larger tanneries the small man has 
had to five up business or modernize his 
equipment.

Our b»D°, splits, 
glove grain and other staple lines of leath- 
er arc finding an ever-widening Held 
abroad. We regret to say there are a few 
of our upper Jrtnthcr tanners who either 
»lo not realize the requirements of the for- 
elgn market or 'who lack the enterprise and 
thoroughness necessary to secure and hold 
outside trade. These do our leather Inter- 
ests contsluerofblc damage, bv Bonding out 
ill-tanned and slovenly-finished stock, but 
foreign buyers are learning to dlscT'!r ,| Q0 t0 
and those really interested in developing 
■IMde nre gradually strengthening their 
position by careful attention to details. 
The foreign market calls for even greater 
watchfulness In finishing than for homo 
trade, and when confidence is once de- 
stroyed, It Is almost Impossible to restore 
it. 

.Jil fine leathers Hie progress made by 
Canada has been even more marked than in 
the commoner grades. In goat, kid. sheep, 
calf and the higher grades of cow, there 
has Ibeen such advancement that where 
these Hues were once practically left to 
•English, Erench and American producers. 
1 ho hitter have heeu almost crowded out 
of the market. The development In Chi- 
nese stock has been marvelous, and evi- 
dences the /art that given the opportunity 
in markets. Canadian tanners can take 
their place with those of any other coun- 
try In producing well-tunned and skllfully- 
llulshed leather. 

In glazed kid and coat, patent kid and 
calf, the past two or three years have wit- 
nessed a complete revolution In this re- 
spect. 

In those lines there has not as yet been 
any necessity for giving attention to ex- 
port trade, on account of the demand. 
In the home market. In some 
grades of light stock, h«wever, 
there has nlready l>een enquiries 
from abroad, nnd openings have heon (secur- 
ed that promise laterestlng developments. 

Hnrnera leather in, al course, In o class 
by Itself, nnd has perhans as striking a 
record as any other line. Our competitors 
udmit quite freely that we have establish- 
ments in this country the equal In every 
respect to the best equipped abroad. The 
large home demand forbldu interest in ex- 
port, but still a Dusluotis Is being done by 
some ef our tanneries with foreign con- 
cerns. 

We are In a position tn do n larger busi- 
ness In staple nnd fine leathers. With an 
aoundnncc of cheap bark, splendid trans- 
portation facilities and moderately cheap 
lalbor, we ought In the nenr future to at- 
tain undoubted importance as a leather- 
producing centre.

The Montreal Witness has the fol- 
lowing interviOTf -with Sir Thus. 
Sliaug/hnessy on tlie lend industry: 

The general public do not knog- a. 
great denl about the lend industry of 
Canada. Such on industry exists. It 
is perhaps in a nascent stage, "but it is, 
potentially, of the first importance, be- 
cause the lead mines of tlie country are 
capable of supplying the needs of the- 
whole Dominion without importing auy 
of the material from the United {States 
or any other country. 

1'n the lir.st place, pig lend is found 
in Jlritish Columbia in such quantities 
as to give the promise of a supply 
which shall equal the demand of the 
.Dominion. There were old methods of 
refining, for tlie purpose of extracting 
the white lend from the "pig," which 
have been discarded. On the other 
hand, there was a great lead trust 
formed in Uie United -States, as there 
are trusts formed in regard to every 
large product, nnd this trust secured u 
measure of protection which guaran- 
teed immense profits, while at the same 
tune guaranteeing not only the home 
hut the foreign market. As regards 
Canada, it took some time to discover 
just what amount of pig lead might be 
relied upon. When that whs found to 
be of such quantity as to ensure tlie 
supply of the home market, not to 
speak of the supply of other countries, 
there was the question of home pro- 
cesses which should make this country 
independent of the United ■Stales. Of 
course, the great loud' trust hud power 
ami money; secondly, if had n tariff 
as against Canada, which was justs 
a). mil double that which the Canadians 
had as against the United States. In 
of nor words, while the Canadians had 
only live dollars per ton protection, the 
United States hud something like £1- 
per ton. 

Of course, the lead miners' in British 
Columbia protested against tliis discrim- 
ination, hut in the early days there was, 
first id" all, the question of supply, and, 
si condly, there was the question of 
treatment. in tune, tlie supply was 
found to lie of such nn extensive char- 
acter that there could ho no question 
us to the ability of tlie mines to supply 
the homo market, not to speak of ex- 
porting, and as to the old methods of 
extracting the white lead from the pig 
by lire, were there not inventors, and 
was not this a wonderful age for bright 
brains applied to commercial and indus- 
trial problems'.' 

The question came, then, to this. 
Could Canada produce white lead in 
sullicieiit quantity to supply, first, the 
home market ami, after ibis, say, Eng- 
land and CenuunyV There was the snap 
of the American tariff, which had been 
protested against from the lirst by those 
who were interested in tlie production 
of white lead in Canada. But, murk, 
governments are always callous in pro- 
portion as l'OU lire without sullicieiit 
provocation to move them, and, for 
some time, there was «.«mpjetc Indiffer- 
ence. Then the C. P. U., Which had 
built, at great expense, spurs to the 
milled in HrUish. Columbia, took a hand 
in t- h -0 game. It erected, n! Trail smel; 
tors which would extort tlie White leau 
from the pig by electrical processes. 
This was something new. This was 
tlie result of scientific experiments. 
Well, it was an immense success. The 
C. I'. It. installed at Trail a plant which 
cost something like IjiliS.OOO, hut which 
will be increased in process of time until 
the outlay will he fully !? 100,000. And 
the cost will be justified. The lend 
trust in the United States, owing to 
the duty which protects it against the 
Canadian enterprise, can keep up the 
prices in the States, while it enters into 
competition with the Canadian indus- 
tries in Knglund and elsewhere, but Sir 
Thomas Shmighnessy thought thnt at 
least the homo market m'ght b» secured 
to us for n product which could be sup- 
plied in sullicieiit qunntliies for the con- 
sumption of the country, especially as 
new machinery and new methods had 
been introduced which gave the best 
possible results at the smallest outlay. 

That was not the whole question, fo 
be sure, Sir Thomas explained, that 
the AmericnnB were able to supply 
other countries which Canada might 
hope to secure as customers, at prices 
which compelled the Canadians to enter 
into a competition which often ended 
in tho victory of the Americans, by 
reason, first, of the high prices which 
were first obtained ill the United States, 
owing to the high tariff in l ho favor 
of the producers, which gave them a 
free hand to deal with competition else- 
where. 

At any rate, ns far as Cnnndn was 
concerned, the situation was this — the 
whitelend industry might become one of 
great value anil importance. 

There was unlimited quantity of 
"pi^ r "; the C. I'. It. had spent money 
and was willing to spe.-vd more upon the 
encouragement of home industry; as a 
fact, by the building of "the spur lines 
and the establishment of the smelters 
at Trail, the charges l.'.ul been reduced 
from -jO to 70 PQI cent.; bit the coiu- 

| pally had naturally in view tlie com- 
plete emancipation of this nascent in- 
dustry from American influence and 

I tariffs, and it is hopeful under the con- 
ditions winch now guarnntio rViSniiig by 
a scientific process thai the situation 
will lie improved, the inor? especially 
as this method of electricity is capable 
of infinite expansion, whl«7, will only 
lie measured by the needs of the mar- 
ket. Mr. J. Aldridge is in ehnrKC or 
the scientific or technical department, 
and is at present in the city consulting 
with Sir Thomas iShnughnessy, who, 
today, showed a wonderful familiarity 
with' conditions and aspects which 
would not appear to be associated, nt 
any rate, in any intimate degree, with 
tlie operations of the C. 1'. K.

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A former Ottawan, says the Ottawa 
(free l'ress, who has spent the paat two 
years in the Ceorgiati Bnj district, and 
is at present holidaying in Ottawa, says 
that lumber operations in that district, 
judging from thi> present outlook, will 
this eooiiug winter be the nmst exten- 
sive since the district lias been opened. 

A few years ago lumbering in^ this 
district was confined to a few Cana- 
dian linns who made logs mainly for 
export to United 'States, and manufac- 
tured a comparatively small amount for 
their local trade. The prohibition of 
the export of Ontario logs has wrought 
a very marked change. 

Today nearly till tho logs made in 
the district are sold to or cut by Ameri- 
can iirms, who have them manufactur- 
ed into lumber at their own mills or lit 
the mills which were in the district ] ,r >'j 
vious to the enactment of the present 
lumber laws. 

The whirl ami hum of the busy saws 
converting the logs into lumber is n»w 
heard, where not many yours ago stood 
virgin forests. N'o one who has not 
been in this country has any Idea of 
tiic vast changes and improvements that 
have been made by the American lum- 
ber companies, Villages, sawmills, ami 
even towns have sprung up along the 
shores of tieorgiau Hay, where less 
than half a dozen years ago the forest 
stretched in otio tin broken line or bare 
and barren rock showed grey against 
the green of the forest beyond. 

From Jllind river on the north shore 
where have been erected the inngnlti- 
cent plants of the Michigan Land & 
<.Lmmber company, and 'Eddy Bros, com- 
pany, both of Bay City, Mich., to Col- 
lingwooii on the south shore-, where 
the Charlton company of North Ton'a- 
w-anda, ,N. V., convert their logs into 
rough and dressed lumber, stand num- 
erous villages which are dependent Oil 
the lumber industry for their existence. 

Chief nniong these towns nre 
'Spragge, where Cook & -Bros, Lumber 
company's mills stand; Culter, which 
owes its existence to Cutler & Savage, 
of tBay City, Mich., whose mills are at 
this plnce; John Island, maintained by 
the mills and lumber shipping of John 
Moulturope oc Co., of Saginaw, Mich.; 
Spanish mills operated hy the Huron 
ILaiitiber company: Little Current on 
Grand Manitoulin island, where stand 
the two mills of J. & T. Con low com- 
pany, of Toronto, and that of the W. 
oc A. McArthur company, of Sheboy- 
gnn, '.Mich.; Curling, where George- C. 
Gladmnn does business. Parry Sound, 
the principal lumber manufacturing 
and shipping point in West Ontario.

Wilbur Crimuiius the Last River Boat 
in Service on the Yukon, 

'The last vessel engaged in service on 
the Yukon river was the steruwheeler 
Wilbur Oilntuitl, owned and operated 
by Cnpt. Wullaro Langley nnd A. F. 
Kugvik of this city. The Wilbur Criiu- 
miii left White Horse with a fleet of 
scows on the 2-1 October, and arrived 
at Dawson on the 28th, nnd left two 
days later for White Horse with the 
last contingent of passengers to come up 
the river. On her arrival at White 
Horse she was to be tied up for the 
winter. The river steamers took the 
greater part of the freight in fiom 
White Horse, but 800 tons being left 
there at the close of the -season.

lArtemis Goes to Port Gamble to Load 
— fMany Ships Disengaged. 

The German ship Artemis, which was 
chartered to load salmon on the Fra- 
licr river — one" of the first vessels to be 
ixxed — hns been ordered to proceed to 
Port Gamble to load lumber, and learus 
this morning. The Artemis was char- 
tered before the present decline. in 
freight rates, at 37 shillings and (i penco 
for Liverpool nnd 35 shillings for Lon- 
don, with the option of wheat from Tu- 
coma foT the United Kingdom, or the 
usual options at 35 shillings. As wheat 
carriers -nre being paid from 21 to 25 
shillings' at thojmost for cargoes to the 
United Kingdom and European ports, it 
is easy to be seen that the difference in 
■freights at the present time will mean a 
big loss to her charterers. The ships 
Lyderiicrn nnd tBrnbloch are still disen- 
gaged at this port, the owners waiting 
for an advance in freight rates. The 
ship Alice A. Leigh, which is complet- 
ing her repairs at the Esquimau Mar- 
ine railway, made necessary by her buf- 
feting in a typhoon -while on route from 
■Shanghai if, ballast, is also disengaged. 
There nre now no loss than thirty dis- 
engaged ships, all told, at Coast ports, 
and no demand for any of them. Ac- 
cording to the Sun Francisco Commer- 
cial News several are offering at 17s.

In the hali. with its beautifully fu nish- 
piI and richly draped sitting-out places, 
thy decorations were effective and uuis- 
tic. From the centre of the ceiling four 
king 'lines of thickly clustered ivy and 
evergreens were suspended to every cor- 
ner, contrasting prettily with the 
strings of, blue and white and red ami 
will to each being alternated— pennants, 
which stretched from the centre of the 
ceiling up nnd down and from corner 
to coiner, and crossing these suspend- 
ed festoons of color, long lines of vari- 
colored pennants were stretched across 
the hull, dangling from the lateral rods. 
Here ami there, with their striking 
shades of red and white, clusters of elec- 
tric lights dangled from the ceiling, il- 
luminating with a soft anil mellow- 
light the hall, where the gay throng 
whirled dreamily around.

ing much lo the beauty of the scene. 
■The entrances, both to the main hall and 
to the suiiper room, were alse garbed 111 
bunting, two picturesque San Salva- 
dorean Hags, with their long stripes of 
blue and white, with two immense Un- 
ion Jacks giving a linish to the en- 
tranct'S. 

At ihe three corners of the hall, other 
than ihe right hand corner, where Ihe 
orchestra was ensconced 011 a raised 
dais, were striking beautiful sitting-out 
p. aces. Tho orchestra— which was a 
good one— was half hidden behind tlie 
cluster of palms and low trellised work 
barrier of evergreens which made a wall 
lo the dais where the musicians sat. 
Hike the remainder of the hall, the Hch- 
hued bunting and national ensigns made 
a "reity background. Across the en- 
trance in the upper left hand corner as 
the dancer entered the hall, was a sit- 
ting-out place tastefully arranged by

and Loewou. This cosy corner was 
well and appropriately furnished. It 
had a tented canopy, of bunting over- 
head with a prettily shaded cluster of 
electric lights in the apex, and well- 
draped clusters of bunting were arched 
from each upright, which were covered 
with bunting nnd garlanded with ever- 
greens and ribbons, with an awning- 
like effect. On the carpeted lloor were 
a number of soft rugs, ami nestled cosily 
in the corners behind pretty screens, 
were nrui-cllilirs, where two might sit 
with ease, to while away the time when 
the dance did not Ojppeal.

ston, has been honorably released fr mi 
his position as president of tlie Alberta 
state of Zion and bus been ordained a 
patriarch, a step higher in the ecclesi- 
astical ■organization of the church. He- 
ber S. Allen iias been appointed to lill 
the vacancy in the state. A stale la a 
territorial division of tlie church thai 
embraces several wards or branches. 

Charles Ora Card was born-, on No- 
vember 5, 1839, in Ossiau, Alleghany, 
statu of New York, and removed fio.n 
there at tlie nge of eight years, going 
with his parents to Park Centre, St. Jo- 
seph, Michigan, 'lie attended the .public 
school at that place for three years, but 
again returned witli his pn routs to I'nk 
Centre. At the age of seventeen he 
pushed a hand-car and crossed thw 
plains with the iirst company that set- 
tled in the Salt Bake Valley, at Farm- 
iugton, Davis county, Utah. in LSUU 
lie removed to Logan, living in Cache 
Valley. While in Cache Valley he was 
one of the moving spirits of that place 
and was identified willi every movement 
having for its object the prosperity of 
the settlement, and for fourteen years he 
superintended tlie erection of the great 
iLognu Temple and the Logan Taber- 
nacle. He presided until lfSlH). In lSSC, 
he was called by the church to explore

for himself and compatriots, and his 
selection resulted in tlie birth of Card- 
ston, He camped at the mouth of Lees 
creek on October 21, ISSli, the luxuri- 
ous grass, accessibility to timber and 
water appealed to his judgment, and he 
returned to I'tuh with his report. His 
graphic description of Alberta in his re- 
port recided those looking for homes, 
and another party was soon formed, 
who reached Canada on June 3, 1SS7. 
THE FIRST SETTLEMENT.

in the district. She is the daughter of 
Brighani Young, and has inherited the 
energy and executive abilities of her 
diseased father. Mrs. Curd has parti 
cijiated in nearly every undertaking, 
both religious and temporal, that her 
husband has been engaged in since com- 
ing to Alberta. 

THE NEW LEADER, 
lleber S. Allen, who has been ordain- 
ed president, taking the place of Charles 
Oru Card, is a young man, born in Hy- 
rum, Utah, December Uii, 1804. Ho ro- 
moved from Utah in lSS.'i and came to 
Cnrdstou, accepting the a position in the 
Cardston Co-operative Company, remain- 
ing with the company four years, in 
1S93 he started business for himself 
with a small stock, obtained 011 time, 
in two rums of his residence. In 189-1 
his business had increased, and he erect- 
ed a two-story building, 25x50 feci, 
which became in a short time inade- 
quate for the still increasing business. 
In 1S9S he was again forced to enlarge 
his premises and last year his business 
was estimated at $125,000. President 
Allen has been a member of tlie town 
council and board of trade ever since 
Cardston became incorporated as a 
town, and his voice has always been 
heard in any public enterprise. 

Ho is the owner of a half-interest in 
tho Cardston roller mill, and is, though 
a young man, loader among his people. 
Mr. Allen and his wife were the lirst 
couple married in Cardston, and both of 
them have been active workers in ec- 
clesiastical work both here and in Utah. 
President Allen steps into the ecclesi- 
astical position with a solid foundation 
laid by the pioneers before him. Years 
of toil are ahead, which will ripen his 
experience and great things are expected 
of li i 111 in tho future, relative to ad- 
vancement, both temporal and religious.
